GAS TAX EXEMPTION

N OLD stranger, just an old hell-raiser, bobs 
up among the p rop osals to be considered by 
th# Nebraska legislature, and if the p ast furnishes 
anv guide to the future, It will be p roductive of 
another hot scrap . 
But gasoline tax exemp tion is back again. 
In that connection the news columns state that 
the "farm bloc” is solidly behind it. 
There are 
any number of strong arguments, valid and ap ­ 
p ealing arguments which can be made In sup p ort 
of the p rop osal to exemp t gasoline used in farm ­ 
ing op erations from the imp osition of a tax. These 
farmers in Nebraska have had a tough time of it. 
Their p roblems necessarily are of concern not only 
to them immediately but to all of these p eop le 
of the state. 
In Nebraska p rc^p erity begins and 
ends with what hap p ens on the farm. 
There must be a measure of regret, however, by 
the ap p earance in the news columns of the words 
"farm bloc.” 
There isn't any p lace in the Ne­ 
braska Unicameral 
for 
any kind of bloc—farm, 
legal, or any activity or financial interest. 
This 
state will fare best when its p roblems are decided 
up on tha basis of what is best for the entire state. 
This newsp ap er traditionally has op p osed any 
p rop osal for gasoline tax exemp tion. 
It has done 
so solely because it has believed that such a step 
was unsound in p rincip le, and destructive in p rac­ 
tical re.sults. 
If conditions have develop ed which 
outweigh the obvious evils of p unching holes in 
the gasoline tax p rograms then the p rop osal of the 
measure should p re.sent them. 
But once the door

HARLEY AMMON’S p rop osal for the estab­ 
lishment by tha Nebraska legislature of 
a 
commission to conduct research on agriculture and 
industry has its merits but i| also has its humor. 
Mr. Ammon is one of th# 
Nebraska 
business 
men who ha.s been so sharp ly critical of exp anding 
government in Washington. 
His own forthright 
declaration for 
a governmental commission to lure 
new' industry into Nebraska furnishes such a clean 
cut, and such an 
outstanding 
examp le of how 
government gets that way. 
There is no objection 
among business men to government if it is th# 
Kind of government they want. 
Actually business and industry in this country 
have been knocking at the door of government for 
years asking for this, and for that. The p aternal­ 
istic trend now so deep ly dep lored started back 
in the long ago when the American manufacturer 
suddenly awakened to the fact it w'ould be a con­ 
venient and a p rofitable undertaking to utilize the 
p rincip les of the tariff for revenue to stretch it 
into a tariff for p rotection |or the American manu­ 
facturer.

Skin disease naturally affects 
the exp osed p arts of the body 
more often and in a different 
way from any other p art of the 
skin.

The hands are more vulnerable 
than the skin of the face because 
they are always p oking into dan­ 
ger sp ots where the skin may be 
broken or cut.

by dermatitl.s due to soap .

* Redness or evrythema, of the 
skin of the hands is usually due 
to a dermatitis of some kind. In 
most instances it is a contact der­ 
matitis.

Other forms of erythema on the 
hands are due to sun rays. X-rays 
or erysip elas-like erup tions. 
Macules, or red sp ots, on the 
hands usually come from drug 
erup tions (bromides or barbitu­ 
rates) or chronic infections and 
sometimes chilblains show in this 
fashion. 
Pap ules, or lump s, are in most 
instances due to scabies or the

LONDON, Jan. 2 1 ~ (A P )—Lord Chatfield, adm iral of the 
fleet, told the Royal Em p ire society today B ritain is building more 
than 100 ship s for nav al and air force p urp oses and ’’the sea 
situation is showing continual im p rovem ent.” 
Construction of the new vessels, which w ill include 64 p a­ 
trol ship s and 26 m ine sweep ers, shows B ritain firm ly believes 
that ship s and not p lanes command the seas, Lord Chatfield said. 
“If that had not been true the em p ire would have ceased 
to exist, and we would have been enslaved and his m ajesty’s 
dominions and colonies p arcelled out to other envious races,” 
he declared. 
“We need not be concerned by the recent air attack in the 
M editerranean,” he said. “It w'as no more sev ere than the home 
fleet suffered in the North sea years ago. If you fight hard, you 
m ust exp ect losses. 
“We take confidence that if we lost a cruiser (the Southam p ­ 
ton), it W'as the first large ship sunk as a consequence of air a t­ 
tack in 18 months of war. 
“The em p ire is a sound affair, and w’C need not fear it is 
going to p erish from air attack x x x.” 
D eclaring “not one battleship has so far been sunk by enemy 
air action," Lord Chatfield said the “battle fleet truly controls 
the seas and the w ar. It is the queen of th# ches* board, the 
fullback of the B ritish nav y.”

A plan to create a prom otional 
state commission designed to help 
develop N ebraska 
industry 
and 
advertise 
state 
products 
was 
placed before the state advertis­ 
ing commission late M onday by 
Charles 
D. 
Ammon, 
Lincoln 
m anufacturer. 
He asked 
the commission to 
sponsor a bill in the legislature to 
create the prom otional group but 
the commission, headed by Keith 
Neville, N orth P latte, declined to 
comply . 
Commissioners 
agreed, 
how ­ 
ever, to cooperate w ith Ammon 
and any other interested persons 
in preparing a m easure sim ilar to 
that suggested. 
Is Under Fire. 
The a d V e r t i sing commission 
slated under the present law to 
expire next July 1 has already 
been the target of a legislative bill 
which 
would 
bring 
about 
its 
abolishm ent before that tim e. 
It was Ammon’s suggestion that 
the prom otion and research plan 
he outlined be substituted for the 
present commission plan. 
“The w eakness in the advertis­ 
ing commission is that it is not 
em powered to do research w ork,” 
Ammon told the commissioners. 
“In New England 600 industries 
were moved to six states inside of 
two y ears. 
T hat section studied 
w hat resources it had available, 
w hat the industrialists w anted and 
then w ent to w ork.

Under term s of a tentative bill 
Ammon placed before the com­ 
mission, the proposed commission 
would have a m em bership of five, 
one from each congressional dis­ 
trict, appointed by the governor.
